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Some  of  the  Signers  of  the  Colonial  Bills 

of  New  Jersey

NEW  JERSEY  can  share  the  honor  to- 
gether with  Delaware  and  Pennsyl- 
vania of  having  Benjamin  Franklin  for  the 
printer  of  some  of  the  very  early  bills  of 
these  three  respective  colonies,  but  any 
bill  of  New  Jersey  printed  by  Franklin  is 
excessively  rare,  and  scarcely  any  are  in 
existence  at  the  present  day,  and  more- 
over, no  bill  issued  previous  to  1746  was 


that  date,  while  the  reverse  bears  an 
illustration  of  a tobacco  leaf.  Tobacco 
in  the  very  early  Colonial  days  was  a 
valuable  commodity,  and  sometimes 
used  as  a basis  of  exchange,  by  which 
the  price  of  values  was  regulated.  The 
"Guaranteed  by  the  United  States" 
issue  of  1780  bears  a striking  family  re- 
semblance to  the  corresponding  issue  of

known  to  be  in  any  collections  when 
Scott's  Paper  Money  Catalog  was 
printed  in  1894.  New  Jersey  bills  are 
decidedly  oblong  in  shape,  with  a vig- 
nette of  arms  on  the  obverse,  having 
that  of  Great  Britain  on  issues  previous 
to  1780,  and  that  of  New  Jersey  after 


that  year  in  seven  of  the  other  colonies, 
and  is  entirely  different  from  any  of  the 
other  issues  of  New  Jersey. 

Among  especially  prominent  signers, 
this  colony  can  claim  at  least  one  signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
Abraham  Clark  another  signer  of  the 
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Declaration  of  Independence  from  New 
Jersey,  was  an  appointee  among  others 
for  signing  the  issue  of  February  20th, 
1776,  but  thus  far  in  correspondence 
with  prominent  dealers  and  collectors  of 
Colonial  notes  the  writer  has  found  no 
evidence  whatever  of  this  name  ever 
having  been  seen  on  any  bill  of  New 
Jersey.  If  the  signature  ever  does  turn 
up,  it  will  be  a real  "find"  for  the  dis- 
coverer. 

Among  the  lesser  lights,  this  colony 
can  claim  at  least  three  members  of  the 
Continental  Congress,  two  members  of 


through  the  woods  and  among  the  hills 
like  a wild  beast,  eluding  his  pursuers 
and  having  no  place  of  safety.  He  never 
despaired,  or  repented  the  course  he 
had  taken,  and  died  leaving  a bright  ex- 
ample of  patriotism  and  devotion  to 
country. 

David  Brearley  (1745-1790),  a jurist 
and  statesman,  was  born  in  New  Jersey, 
and  practiced  law  near  Trenton.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  Revolution  he  was  so 
outspoken  in  his  sentiments  that  he  was 
arrested  for  high  treason  by  the  British

the  Stamp  Act  Congress  of  1765,  one 
signer  of  the  United  States  Constitu- 
tion, and  one  United  States  Senator. 

John  Hart  (1708-1780)  a signer  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  was  born 
in  Hopewell,  New  Jersey,  and  was  a 
farmer  by  vocation,  known  by  his  towns- 
man as  "Honest  John  Hart."  He  served 
several  terms  in  the  Provincial  Congress, 
and  while  there  was  the  promoter  of 
laws  for  the  improvement  of  roads,  the 
founding  of  schools,  and  the  administra- 
tion of  justice.  He  was  in  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  1774  until  1777, 
and  was  next  made  Chairman  of  the 
New  Jersey  Council  of  Safety.  During 
the  invasion  of  the  colony  by  the  British, 
his  stock  and  farm  were  pillaged  and 
destroyed  by  the  Hessians.  He  was 
forced  to  flee  from  his  home  while  his 
property  was  plundered,  and  was  hunted 


authorities  but  released  by  a mob  of  his 
fellow  citizens.  He  served  through  the 
war  as  a Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  wa s 
considered  a cool  and  brave  officer. 
After  the  war  he  served  as  a Colonel  of 
Militia.  He  was  a member  of  the  New 
Jersey  Constitutional  Convention,  and 
was  elected  in  1779  as  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state.  He 
was  a delegate  to  the  Federal  Conven- 
tion that  framed  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  one  of  the  three 
signers  from  New  Jersey.  He  also  pre- 
sided at  the  convention  that  ratified  the 
Constitution.  A year  before  his  death 
he  resigned  the  Chief  Justiceship  of  his 
native  state,  to  accept  the  appointment 
of  Judge  of  the  United  States  District 
Court  for  New  Jersey.  He  stood  high 
in  Masonic  circles  and  was  Vice-presi- 
dent of  the  New  Jersey  Society  of  Cin- 
cinnati. 
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Philemon  Dickinson  (1739-1809),  was 
born  in  either  Delaware  or  Maryland 
(authorities  differ).  He  graduated  at  the 
College  of  Philadelphia,  now  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania.  Previously  to 
1760  he  managed  his  father's  extensive 
estates  in  Delaware  and  Maryland. 
After  that  he  read  law  and  settled  in 
Philadelphia.  When  New  Jersey  was 
raising  Battalions  of  Infantry  in  1775  he 
was  appointed  Colonel  of  one  of  them, 
as  he  then  owned  an  estate  near  Tren- 
ton. Later  he  was  commissioned  as  a 
Brigadier  General  of  New  Jersey  Militia 
and  commanded  the  Militia  in  the  battle 
of  Monmouth.  He  was  a member  of  the 


the  mails,  merchandise  and  passengers, 
between  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 
He  became  a prominent  man  in  the  af- 
fairs of  the  colony,  and  in  1765  he  was 
chosen  with  two  others  to  represent  New 
Jersey  in  the  Stamp  Act  Congress  that 
met  in  New  York.  He  was  a member  of 
the  New  Jersey  Committee  of  Corre- 
spondence in  I 774,  and  the  next  year 
with  others  was  chosen  to  form  a Coun- 
cil of  War.  He  participated  in  most  of 
the  battles  fought  in  the  state,  and  at- 
tained the  rank  of  Colonel.  His  influ- 
ence with  the  army  and  the  people  of 
the  state  was  so  great,  and  his  efforts 
in  opposing  the  British  so  effective,  that

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Provincial  Congress  of  New  Jersey,  and 
was  elected  a member  of  the  Conti- 
nental Congress  from  Delaware  where 
he  was  also  a property  owner,  and  while 
in  Congress  he  was  appointed  as  one  of 
three  Commissioners  to  select  a site  for 
the  United  States  Capitol.  He  was  de- 
feated in  an  election  for  United  States 
Senator  from  New  Jersey  by  William 
Patterson,  but  later  elected  to  fill  Patter- 
son's unexpired  term  when  the  latter  be- 
came Governor. 

Joseph  Borden  (1719-1791),  was  a son 
of  Joseph  Borden  who  came  to  New 
Jersey  at  an  early  date  and  laid  out 
the  village  of  Bordentown  in  Burlington 
County.  He  aided  his  father  in  building 
up  the  settlement,  and  about  1753  in- 
stalled a line  for  the  transportation  of 


Lord  Cornwallis  made  strenuous  efforts 
to  have  him  abandon  the  cause  of  h is 
country,  and  failing  in  this,  avenged  him- 
self by  burning  Borden's  home  and  lay- 
ing his  property  waste.  The  name  of 
Joseph  Borden  is  found  on  the  reverse 
of  some  of  the  New  Jersey  notes  of 
1780  as  a signer  for  the  United  States 
on  the  "guaranteed"  issue. 

Hendrick  Fisher  was  born  in  1703  in 
Somerset  County,  New  Jersey,  in  the 
same  year  that  his  father,  also  named 
Hendrick,  settled  there.  He  was  known 
as  the  "Samuel  Adams"  of  New  Jersey, 
and  became  one  of  the  most  prominent 
men  of  the  colony  during  the  Revolu- 
tionary period.  Very  few  facts  of  his 
life  have  been  preserved.  He  was  one 
of  three  delegates  from  New  Jersey  to 
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the  Stamp  Act  Congress  held  in  Octo- 
ber, 1765,  at  New  York;  and  ten  years 
later  was  elected  President  of  the  Sec- 
ond Provincial  Congress  of  New  Jersey. 

Richard  Smith  (1735-1803),  was  born 
in  Burlington,  New  Jersey,  of  a distin- 
guished Smith  family,  and  carefully  edu- 
cated, devoting  much  time  to  literary 
pursuits.  He  was  a member  of  the  Con- 
tinental Congress  1774-1776  and  while 
there  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Compact  of  Secrecy  of  November  9th, 
1775,  whereby  the  members  agreed  not 
to  divulge  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
anything  agitated  or  debated  without 
leave  of  the  Congress.  He  resigned  his 
membership  on  account  of  the  failure 
of  his  health,  and  a probable  reluctance 
to  take  a further  part  against  Great 
Britain.  He  succeeded  his  brother  Sam- 
uel as  Treasurer  of  New  Jersey  after 
the  latter's  death  in  1776,  and  his  own 
death  occurred  in  Natchez,  Mississippi, 
during  a trip  through  the  South. 

Samuel  Smith  (1720-1776),  a brother 
of  Richard  was  also  born  in  Burlington, 
New  Jersey,  and  early  took  part  in  local 
politics.  He  was  a member  of  the  Col- 
onial Assembly  and  Treasurer  of  West 
Jersey,  and  also  an  Historian,  and  pub- 
lished a history  of  the  Province  of  New 
Jersey  from  its  settlement  to  1721. 

John  Smith  ( I 722- 1771),  was  a brother 
of  Samuel  and  Richard  and  born  in  the 
same  place.  He  organized  one  of  the 
first  Fire  Insurance  Companies  in  this 
country,  and  was  a founder  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Hospital.  He  served  in  the 
Pennsylvania  Assembly  about  1750,  and 
occupied  many  offices  of  trust.  Later 
he  returned  to  New  Jersey  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Governor's  Council.  He 
was  also  a Commissioner  to  try  Pirates 
in  1761. 

Daniel  Smith,  Jr.,  was  a son  of  Robert 
Smith  and  signed  as  Jr.  to  distinguish 
himself  from  his  uncle,  Daniel  Smith.  He 
was  a real  estate  lawyer  and  Surveyor 
General  of  the  Province,  and  also  the 
first  signer  of  the  "New  Jersey  Associa- 
tion for  Helping  the  Indians." 


Robert  Smith  was  a Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Burlington 
County. 

Joseph  Smith  was  Treasurer  of  the 
Western  Division  of  the  Province  of 
New  Jersey. 

John  Smyth  was  Treasurer  of  the  East- 
ern Division  of  the  Province  of  New 
Jersey. 

Samuel  Nevill  (1698-1764),  obtained 
a liberal  education  in  England  before 
coming  to  America,  and  had  been  Edi- 
tor of  the  London  Morning  Post.  He 
was  for  many  years  a representative  in 
the  General  Assembly,  and  often  pre- 
sided as  its  Speaker.  In  1758  he  com- 
menced editing  a monthly  periodical 
called  the  New  American  Magazine, 
published  at  Woodbridge  by  James 
Parker.  This  was  the  first  periodical  of 
any  kind  published  in  New  Jersey. 
James  Parker  was  the  printer  of  many 
of  the  New  Jersey  notes. 

Samuel  Tucker  (1721-1789),  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Provincial  Congress  and  at 
one  time  Sheriff  of  Hunterdon  County. 
He  was  also  one  of  the  Chief  Justices 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state. 

Azariah  Dunham  was  a member  of 
the  House  of  Assembly,  and  one  se- 
lected to  join  a committee  in  settling 
the  Western  Treasurers  accounts,  and 
to  burn  the  cancelled  notes  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands. 

Stephen  Skinner  was  a member  of  the 
Council,  and  at  one  time  a Treasurer 
of  the  Eastern  Division  of  New  Jersey. 
In  1775  he  was  a member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Correspondence  for  Perth 
Amboy. 

Thomas  Rodman  was  a member  of 
the  House  of  Assembly  and  a Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  Burling- 
ton County,  and  also  Justice  of  the 
Peace. 

Hugh  Hartshorn  was  a clerk  in  the 
Assembly  and  copied  laws  and  votes  for 
the  printer  during  sessions. 

Jonathan  Deare  was  a clerk  in  the 
House  of  Assembly. 
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Early  Silver  Coins  of  the  United  States

HALF-DIMES 


The  first  coin  of  this  series,  the  Half- 
Disme  of  I 792,  has  a very  strong  claim 
to  being  the  first  coin  struck  in  the 
United  States  Mint,  established  in  1792. 
That  other  coins  were  struck  for  cir- 
culation in  this  year  is  a reasonably 
safe  assumption,  but  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  half-dimes  were  struck 
for  circulation.  President  Washington 
in  a message  to  Congress  referred  to 


sidered  a rarity.  It  is  a rarity  however 
in  mint  state.  Many  numismatists  have 
considered  this  coin  a pattern,  but  it  is 
hard  to  reconcile  this  conclusion  with 
the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  known  speci- 
mens show  evidence  of  plenty  of  circu- 
lation. The  value  of  the  1792  half-disme 
in  ordinary  condition  runs  from  about 
$20  to  $30,  a fine  specimen  is  worth 
$40  to  $50  and  a real  gem  in  mint 
state  would  be  a "good  buy"  at  $100. 


them  stating  that  the  scarcity  of  small 
coins  in  circulation  called  first  attention 
to  them.  The  old  story  that  these  coins 
were  made  from  plate  supplied  by 
George  Washington,  and  that  the  bust 
on  the  obverse  is  that  of  Martha  Wash- 
ington, can  be  taken  or  left  alone;  we 
doubt  both,  but  one  man's  guess  is  as 
good  as  another's. 

The  series  of  half-dimes  is  a popular 
one  with  collectors,  and  has  been  the 
subject  of  several  works  by  able  numis- 
matists. In  1883  Mr.  H.  P.  Newlin  listed 
and  described  the  varieties  he  had 
found  of  the  early  dates,  1792-1805. 
In  1927,  Mr.  W.  W.  Neil  listed  and 
described  the  varieties  of  the  dates 
1829-1873,  and  in  1931,  the  late  Dr. 
D.  W.  Valentine  listed  and  described 
the  whole  series,  adding  many  new 
varieties,  unknown  to  previous  writers, 
in  his  book  published  by  the  American 
Numismatic  Society. 

The  issue  of  1792  must  have  been  a 
considerable  one,  as  the  coin  today  in 
ordinary  condition  can  hardly  be  con- 


Dr.  Valentine  describes  four  distinct 
die-varieties  of  1794  and  ten  of  1795. 
The  issue  of  1794  is  rare  in  any  condi- 
tion better  than  good  and  scarce  even 
in  that  condition.  There  are  several 
very  rare  varieties  of  1795  but  the  issue 
generally  cannot  be  considered  rare 
except  in  the  highest  state  of  preser- 
vation. The  value  of  1794  half-dimes 
runs  from  about  $10  for  a good  speci- 
men up  to  $40  or  $50  for  a gem. 
Good  specimens  of  1795  can  be  pro- 
cured for  about  $3  while  an  uncircu- 
lated specimen  rarely  brings  over  $15. 


Valentine  describes  two  varieties  of 
1796  and  we  believe  there  is  another 
variety  which  he  fails  to  mention,  one 
having  the  appearance  of  having  been 
re-cut  from  1795.  Since  the  type  of 
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I 796  is  entirely  different  from  that  of 
1795,  it  is  very  improbable  that  it  was 
intended  to  strike  any  of  the  bust  type 
in  1795,  but  it  is  very  probable  that  the 
die-cutter  used  a punch  bearing  the 
figure  5 and  then  corrected  his  error 
by  punching  the  6 over  it.  This  variety 
is  very  rare.  The  issue  of  1796  is  very 
scarce  in  fine  condition  and  rare  in  mint 
state.  Good  specimens  bring  from  $5. 
to  $10  and  gem  specimens  are  worth 
from  $30  to  $50  depending  on  their 
degree  of  perfection. 

1797  offers  three  distinct  types  and 
four  varieties,  the  types  being  dis- 
tinguished by  the  number  of  stars  on 
the  obverse,  one  having  thirteen,  one 
fifteen  and  one  sixteen.  The  fourth 
variety  is  just  a combination  of  the  six- 
teen star  obverse  with  the  fifteen  star 
reverse.  Of  the  three  types  the  thir- 
teen star  obverse  is  much  the  rarest 
of  the  three;  it  is  rare  in  all  conditions 
and  excessively  rare  in  mint  state. 
The  fifteen  star  variety  is  the  common- 
est, and  is  not  particularly  rare  in  uncir- 
culated condition,  though  well-struck 
specimens  are  seldom  met  with.  The 
value  of  1797  half-dimes  runs  from  $10 
to  $100  for  the  thirteen  star  variety; 
from  $5  to  $35  for  the  fifteen  star 
variety;  and  from  $5  to  $50  for  the 
sixteen  star  variety. 


1800  offers  two  varieties,  one  usually 
referred  to  as  the  LIBEKTY  variety  from 
the  fact  that  the  top  of  the  letter  R 
is  defective,  giving  it  something  of  the 
appearance  of  a K.  Neither  variety  is 
particularly  rare  in  any  condition.  Or- 
dinary specimens  can  be  had  for  from 
$3  to  $5  while  uncirculated  specimens 
rarely  bring  over  $20. 

1801  offers  two  varieties,  the  differ- 
ences being  very  slight.  The  date  is 
rare  in  all  conditions  and  extremely  rare 


in  mint  state.  The  value  runs  from  about 
$7.50  for  a very  ordinary  specimen  to 
$100  or  more  for  a real  gem. 

1802  is  the  rarest  of  the  whole  series, 
in  fact  it  is  one  of  the  famous  rare  coins 
of  the  whole  world.  Newlin  knew  of  and 
listed  sixteen  specimens,  nearly  all  of 
which  were  poor,  and  with  the  addition 
of  specimens  which  have  been  discov- 
ered since  his  book  was  published,  it  is 
doubtful  if  there  are  over  thirty  known 
specimens  today.  Of  this  number  only 
three  or  four  can  be  considered  in  the 
gem  class  and  probably  not  over  half 
a dozen  others  better  than  good,  all 
the  others  being  fair  and  poor  with  a 
majority  of  the  latter  class.  The  value 
of  this  coin  runs  from  $50  for  a very 
poor  specimen,  $150  for  a fairly  good 
one,  to  $1,000  or  more  for  an  uncir- 
culated one. 

1803  offers  two  distinct  varieties,  the 
difference  being  in  the  size  of  the 
figures  of  the  date,  and  one  other 
variety  in  which  the  larger  date  is  com- 
bined with  a different  reverse.  All  are 
rare  in  any  condition  better  than  good. 
Ordinary  specimens  bring  $5  to  $10 
while  gem  specimens  are  worth  from 
$75  to  $100  when  obtainable. 

1805  ranks  next  to  1802  as  the  rar- 
est of  the  series,  and  is  very  rare  in  any 
condition.  An  ordinary  specimen  is 
worth  $ 1 0 to  $20,  a fine  one  from  $25 
to  $50  and  a gem  from  $150  to  $200. 


Philippine  Commemorative  Coins 

The  new  Philippine  Government  is 
about  to  issue  three  new  commemora- 
tive coins  to  celebrate  their  inde- 
pendence. There  will  be  two  silver 
pesos,  the  first  to  have  portrait  heads 
of  Pres.  Roosevelt  and  Pres.  Quezon, 
and  the  second  portraits  of  Pres. 
Quezon  and  former  Governor-General 
Murphy,  also  a half  peso  of  the  same 
time  as  the  second  peso.  As  yet  we  are 
unable  to  give  any  particulars  as  to 
how  these  may  be  secured. 
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New  Issues  of  Coins

British  Jubilee  Crown  of  George  V 


IN  COMMEMORATION  of  the  Silver 
* Jubilee  of  King  George,  the  Royal 
Mint  has  issued  a special  five-shilling 
piece  or  crown.  The  obverse  is  similar 
to  the  previous  crowns  which  were  de- 
signed by  the  late  Sir  Bertram  Macken- 
nal  but  with  the  lettering  in  a different 
style  and  not  in  as  good  harmony  as  on 
the  former  coin.  The  reason  for  this 
change  is  because  the  continuation  of 
the  King's  titles  FD.  IND.  IMP  has  been 
brought  over  from  the  reverse  to  the 
obverse. 


The  reverse  by  Mr.  Percy  Metcalf  de- 
picts St.  George  and  the  dragon  ren- 
dered in  his  characteristically  interest- 
ing manner.  This  reverse  easily  marks 
it  from  the  other  crowns  of  George  V, 
which  have  been  occasionally  issued,  as 
these  bear  a crown  in  a wreath.  The 
edge  has  in  incuse  letters  ANNO  REGNI 
XXV  * DECUS  ET  TUTAMEN  * . A 
pattern  crown  was  also  issued  differing 
only  from  the  regular  issue  by  having 
this  edge  inscription  in  raised  letters. 


Bulgaria 


The  Royal  Mint  at  London  has  been 
making  dies  and  planchets  for  a new 
coinage  for  Bulgaria.  The  striking  of 
the  pieces  has  been  executed  in  the 
latter  country.  The  coins  are  of  silver 
and  are  of  the  denominations  of  50  and 
100  leva.  The  designs  are  the  work  of 
the  English  sculptor  Mr.  Percy  Metcalf 


who  has  modeled  many  of  the  recent 
coins  made  at  the  London  Mint.  In  size 
they  are  the  same  as  the  issue  of  1930 
and  in  design  present  a somewhat  sim- 
ilar appearance  to  the  previous  issue 
which  was  designed  by  the  Hungarian 
artist  L.  Beran,  but  treated  in  a more 
modern  and  conventional  manner.  The 
portrait  of  King  Boris  is  shown  as  a 
somewhat  older  man,  and  the  legend  in 
Bulgarian  is  the  same  as  previously, 
namely  Boris  III  Tsar  of  Bulgaria.  The 
reverses  show  two  upright  wheat  ears 
imposed  on  a spray  of  roses  treated  in 
a modern  rendering.  In  the  field  is  the 
denomination  and  date.  Around  the 
edge  is  the  Bulgarian  motto  in  incuse 
lettering. 
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Famous  Coin  Denominations 


COB  MONEY.  A term  applied  to 
the  early  Mexican  and  South  American 
money,  both  in  gold  and  silver,  from  the 
method  of  striking  the  coins  with  a 
hammer.  They  are  known  in  Mexico  by 
the  name  of  "Maquina  de  papalote  y 
cruz,"  i.e.,  wind-mill  and  cross  money, 
the  cross  being  of  an  unusual  form,  and 
not  unlike  the  fan  of  a windmill.  In  the 
"Numismatic  Manual"  of  Eckfeldt  and 
Dubois,  we  are  informed  that:  "these 
were  of  the  lawful  standards  or  nearly 
so,  but  scarcely  deserved  the  name  of 
coin,  being  rather  lumps  of  bullion  flat- 
tened and  impressed  by  a hammer;  the 
edge  presenting  every  variety  of  form 
except  that  of  a circle,  and  affording 
ample  scope  for  the  practice  of  clip- 
ping. Notwithstanding,  they  are  gener- 
ally found,  even  to  this  day,  within  a 
few  grains  of  lawful  weight.  Some  are 


dated  as  late  as  1 770.  They  are  dis- 
tinguished by  a large  cross,  of  which 
the  four  arms  are  equal  in  length,  and 
loaded  at  the  ends;  the  date  generally 
omits  the  "thousandth"  place,  so  that 
736  is  to  be  read  1736.  The  letters 
PLVSVLTRA  are  crowded  in,  without  at- 
tention to  order." 


COLON.  The  unit  of  the  gold  stand- 
ard of  Costa  Rica,  named  after  Colum- 
bus, and  divided  into  one  hundred 
Centimos.  The  Colon  was  not  coined, 


but  multiples  of  two,  five,  ten,  and 
twenty  Colones  have  been  struck  since 
1899. 


COLONATO.  A name  given  to  a 
variety  of  the  Spanish  Peso  which  ex- 
hibits two  crowned  pillars  rising  from 
the  sea.  These  are  the  so-called  Pillars 
of  Hercules,  assumed  by  the  ancients 
to  be  the  limits  of  habitation.  The  Em- 
peror Charles  V (Charles  I of  Spain) 
added  the  motto  Plus  Ultra  on  these 
coins  to  indicate  that  his  dominion  was 
beyond  the  territory  recognized  by  the 
ancients. 


COLUMBIA  FARTHING.  The  name 
given  to  a copper  token  with  the  figure 
of  a head  and  the  word  "Columbia." 
Their  exact  origin  is  unknown  but  they 
were  probably  manufactured  in  England 
at  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury and  intended  for  export. 


COMMUNION  TOKENS.  A series 
of  tokens  said  to  have  originated  in 
Switzerland,  where  it  is  claimed  John 
Calvin  introduced  them  about  the  year 
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1561  to  exercise  control  over  such  as 
presented  themselves  for  Communion 
services.  They  were  known  as  Abend- 
mahl  Pfennige. 

The  Liturgy  drawn  up  for  the  church 
of  Scotland,  circa  1635,  has  the  follow- 
ing rubric  prefixed  to  the  Order  for  the 
administration  of  the  Holy  Communion: 
"So  many  as  intend  to  be  partakers  of 
the  Holy  Communion  shall  receive  these 
tokens  from  the  minister  the  night  be- 
fore. 

Spalding,  "Bannantyne  Club  Publica- 
tions" (i.  77),  states  that  they  were  used 
at  the  Glasgow  Assembly  of  1638,  to 
wit:' "Within  the  said  Church,  the  As- 
sembly thereafter  sitts  down;  the  church 
door  was  straitly  guarded  by  the  toun, 
none  had  entrance  but  he  who  had  ane 
token  of  lead,  declaring  he  was  ane 
covenanter." 

The  first  church  or  sacramental  token 
employed  in  America  of  which  we  have 
any  authentic  account,  was  used  in  the 
Welsh  Run  Church  in  Pennsylvania, 
which  was  founded  in  1741,  and  the 
token  is  dated  1748.  This  church  was 
generally  known  as  the  Lower  West 
Conecheague  Church,  and  the  token 
bears  the  two  letters  C.C. 

For  Canada  over  two  hundred  varie- 
ties of  the  communion  tokens  are  known, 
and  a list  of  them  has  been  compiled 
by  R.  W.  McLachlan  of  Montreal. 

CONVENTION  MONEY.  A form  of 
currency  which  was  accepted  by  mutual 
agreement  at  a fixed  standard  within 
certain  boundaries.  In  ancient  times  uni- 
form types  are  found  on  the  coins  of  the 
Achaean  League,  originally  formed  in 
the  fourth  century  B.C.  by  some  cities 
on  the  Corinthian  Gulf.-  All  these  issues 
have  AX  or  AXA’ON,  the  mark  of  the 
League,  and  over  forty  cities  joined  it 
before  it  was  dissolved.  The  example 
was  copied  by  the  Aetolian,  Boeotion, 
Ionian,  and  other  Leagues. 

The  Electors  of  Cologne,  Trier,  Mainz, 
and  the  Palatinate  made  an  agreement 
in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries 
by  which  their  gold  florins  were  struck 


of  a uniform  weight  and  value.  Other 
important  monetary  conferences  were 
those  of  various  cities  in  the  Low  Coun- 
tries in  the  fifteenth  century;  the  coin- 
age of  the  Protestant  Rulers  during  the 
Thirty  Years'  War;  the  Convention  of 


1753,  legalizing  the  Species  Thaler;  the 
one  of  1865,  called  the  Latin  Union,  in 
which  the  Franc,  Lira  (and  later  the 
Drachma  and  Peseta)  were  put  on  the 
same  basis;  and  lastly  the  Scandinavian 
Conference  of  1872  between  Sweden 
and  Denmark,  to  which  Norway  became 
a party  in  1 877. 

The  Tallero  di  Convenzione,  struck  for 
Venice  under  Francesco  I (1814-1834) 
and  later,  had  a value  of  three  Lira. 
The  term  Vereins  Thaler  is  frequently 
found  on  the  coins  of  Leopold  Friedrich 
of  Anhalt-Dessau  (1817-1871),  and  Alex- 
ander Carl  of  Anhalt-Bernburg  (1834- 
1863).  See  Verfassungsthaler. 


CORDOBA.  A silver  coin  of  Nica- 
ragua, introduced  in  1912  and  of  the 
size  and  value  of  the  United  States  Dol- 
lar. It  is  divided  into  one  hundred 
Centavos.  On  October  31,  1915,  the 
Cordoba  was  made  the  only  legal  ten- 
der of  the  Republic. 
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Numismatic  Mythology 

XII — The  Peloponnese  and  Crete 

By  JEAN  B.  CAMMANN 


THE  great  peninsula  which  forms  the 
lower  part  of  Greece  is  joined  to  the 
mainland  by  the  Corinthian  isthmus,  and 
the  city  of  Corinth,  known  in  early  days 
as  one  of  the  "Keys  of  Greece,"  guards 
the  entrance  to  the  Peloponnese.  Her 
watchfulness  was  necessary,  for  the  first 
country  which  we  enter  in  this  land  is 
Sicyon,  ever  an  enemy  to  Corinth,  and 
displaying  as  a coin  type  the  hideous 


Chimaera,  which  challenged  the  Corin- 
thian hero  Bellerophon  and  his  flying 
steed  Pegasos  to  mortal  combat.  The 
Chimaera  resembled  a lion  in  its  head 
and  body,  but  a second  head,  that  of  a 
goat,  springs  from  the  centre  of  its 
back,  and  its  tail  is  a writhing  serpent. 
The  finest  representation  of  the  Chi- 
maera is  a splendid  Etruscan  bronze  in 
the  Archaeological  Museum  at  Florence, 
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life-size  and  full  of  evil  fire.  The  type 
on  the  reverse  die  of  Sicyon's  coins 
seems  most  incongruous,  for  it  is  the 
dove  of  peace,  flying  in  the  middle  of 
an  olive  wreath.  Less  frequently,  the 
wreath  is  omitted,  and  the  dove  is 
gracefully  poised  in  the  act  of  alight- 
ing; and  yet  another  combination  of 
dies  uses  the  dove-in-wreath  on  one  side 
and  the  descending  dove  upon  the 
other.  (Nos.  1 , 2,  3,  4.) 

The  name  of  Arcadia,  the  central 
country  of  the  Peloponnese,  brings 
pleasant  fancies  of  a rural  paradise,  in- 
habited by  shepherds  who  spend  their 
days  watching  snowy  flocks  and  piping 
sweet  music  to  them.  The  Arcadian 
coins  carry  out  this  idea,  for  on  pretty 
little  silver  obols  is  found  a youthful 
head  of  horned  Pan,  god  of  the  woods 
and  pastures,  and  on  the  reverse  are 
his  pipes,  formed  from  a row  of  pierced 
reeds,  bound  together  by  rushes  (Nos.  5, 
6). 

The  holy  land  of  Elis,  on  the  Western 
coast,  was  ever  sacred  to  the  great 
Olympian  Father  of  Gods,  Zeus,  and  his 
temple  and  many  marvelous  statues  still 
remain  at  Olympia.  In  his  honor,  the 
most  famous  of  all  the  Greek  games 
were  held  every  four  years.  (Note:  The 
first  Olympic  games  were  celebrated  in 
776  B.C.,  an  easy  date  to  remember  if 
mentally  associated  with  our  American 
land  mark,  1776  A.D.)  The  peoples  from 
all  Greek  countries  and  settlements 
flocked  to  compete  in  these  great 
games,  and  not  infrequently  the  types 
of  horses  and  racing  chariots  on  coins 
of  faraway  lands  (notably,  Sicily)  are 
supposed  to  be  in  proud  reference  to 
Olympic  victories.  The  coveted  prize  in 
each  event  was  a crown  of  laurel.  The 
coins  of  Elis  are  of  extreme  beauty, 
and  though  the  earliest  and  finest  speci- 
mens are  rare  and  valuable,  there  are 
many  lesser  pieces  which  give  a good 
idea  of  the  types.  Zeus  predominates, 
a stern  majestic  head  in  the  fine  severe 
style  of  that  period,  420  B.C.  (Nos.  7, 
8).  Later,  his  profile  is  still  beautiful,  but 
has  lost  in  force,  and  bears  a curious  re- 


semblance to  Renaissance  paintings  of 
the  Christian  Deity  (Nos.  9,  10).  On  the 
reverse  die  is  Zeus  weapon,  the  fulmen 
or  thunderbolt,  decorated  and  winged 
for  speedy  flight;  also  the  letters  FA 

A E I fl  N the  F being  the  archaic 
letter  di-gamma,  and  standing  for 
Waleion,  "of  the  Eleans,"  people  of  Elis 
(see  Seltman's  "The  Temple  Coins  of 
Olympia  ).  An  alternative  reverse  die 
is  the  eagle,  regal  bird  of  prey,  stand- 
ing erect  and  sometimes  bearing  in  its 
talons  a hare,  or  tearing  at  its  victim 
with  its  powerful  beak.  Companion  coins 
to  those  of  Zeus  have  a beautiful  head 
of  his  queenly  wife  Hera,  crowned  with 
her  special  head-dress,  the  stephanos 
(Nos.  II,  12).  The  Queen  of  Goddesses 
is  not  often  honored  in  this  fashion,  the 
Greeks  seeming  to  prefer  the  goddess 
of  wisdom  upon  their  coins,  but  this  Is 
Hera's  city  and  familiar  country.  At  a 
later  date,  471  B.C.,  an  artist  designed 
a splendid  eagle's  head  as  another  ob- 
verse die  for  Elean  coins;  an  ivy  leaf 
lies  below  the  strong  curved  beak,  and 
sometimes  the  initials,  A A , of  the 
artist's  signature,  Daedalus  (Nos.  13,  14). 
The  fulmen  continues  to  be  used  on  the 
reverse  die.  Nike  is  yet  another  type 
for  Olympic  coins,  the  figure  of  Vic- 
tory, bearing  a wreath  to  crown  the 
winner  of  the  race;  these  pieces  are  rare 
and  belong  among  the  earliest  issues. 

Turning  again  towards  the  East  we 
enter  the  land  of  Argos,  home  of  the 
Argonauts  who  sailed  with  Jason  on  his 
famous  voyage  in  quest  of  the  Golden 
Fleece.  An  early  king  of  Argos  was 
Pheidon,  who  ruled  not  only  that  land 
but  also  held  sway  over  the  island  of 
Aegina,  and  there  struck  the  earliest 
known  Greek  coins.  Even  before  this  in- 
troduction of  coinage,  numismatists  owe 
a debt  to  Argos;  it  was  in  their  He- 
raeum,  temple  of  Hera,  that  the  bundle 
of  obeliskoi  was  found,  and  brought  in 
modern  days  to  be  treasured  in  the 
Numismatic  Museum  at  Athens.  Slen- 
der iron  spits,  used  as  a primitive  cur- 
rency, their  name  indicates  their  form, 
and  the  small  Greek  coins,  obols,  are  so 
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called  in  remembrance  of  their  clumsy 
predecessors.  The  coinage  of  Argos 
does  not  begin  at  so  early  a date  as 
that  of  Aegina,  all  the  known  pieces  are 
of  a far  later  period.  The  principal  type 
is  the  forepart  of  a wolf,  crouching  with 
extended  paws,  a reference  to  Apollo 
Lykios,  wolf-god,  protector  of  their 
flocks  from  these  fierce  marauders. 
Little  silver  tetrobols  of  this  type  were 
issued  about  322  B.C.  and  the  reverse 
is  marked  with  a large  A and  varied 
symbols,  such  as  a hunting  or  sacrificial 
knife  (Nos.  15,  16).  But  by  far  the  most 
interesting  coin  of  Argos  is  the  stater 
with  the  picture  of  Diomedes,  bearing 
the  Palladium,  a primitive  statue  of 
Athene  (Pallas)  which  he  stole  from  her 
temple  at  Ilium.  The  weight  of  the 
statue,  the  cautious  step  of  the  guilty 
thief,  are  plainly  to  be  seen  in  this  little 
chef-d'oeuvre  of  an  unknown  artist  (Nos. 
17,  18). 

Mantinea  has  a clumsy  bear  upon  its 
coins  (Nos.  19,  20)  a pathetic  reminder  of 
the  fair  nymph  Kallisto,  who  was  trans- 
formed into  the  ugly  animal  through  the 
jealousy  of  Hera.  Kallisto's  story  is 
shown  in  the  heavens  every  clear  night, 
for  Ursa  Major  is  named  for  her,  and 
her  queenly  rival  has  no  constellation  to 
outshine  her  starry  beauty.  Ursa  Minor 
is  Kallisto's  son,  Areas,  and  Zeus  or- 
dained that  the  two  who  had  lost  their 
human  lives  on  account  of  his  favor 
should  always  dwell  in  his  dominion  of 
the  sky,  and  never  disappear  beneath 
the  horizon. 

The  greatest  power  on  the  peninsula 
was  Lacedaemon  and  its  chief  city, 
Sparta,  its  name  and  notoriously  severe 
laws  are  always  associated  with  the  his- 
tory of  the  entire  land.  Lycurgus,  the 
Spartan  law-giver  (884  B.C.),  who 

framed  those  drastic  decrees  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  eliminating  all  luxury 
and  any  taint  of  self-indulgence  from  a 
race  of  warriors,  forbade  the  use  of 
gold  and  silver.  The  early  Spartan  cur- 
rency was  cast  in  iron,  and  consequently 
was  so  heavy,  so  low  in  value  and  diffi- 
cult of  transportation,  that  it  offered 


small  inducement  to  tradesmen  to  bring 
needless  comforts  or  useless  articles  ot 
beauty  into  the  country.  None  of  this 
iron  money  has  ever  been  found,  but 
Plutarch  tells  of  its  existence  (Lycur.  9). 
Through  the  operation  of  this  iron  law, 
the  minting  of  coins,  as  practiced  else- 
where in  Greece,  was  backened  in  Lace- 
daemon for  nearly  four  centuries,  and 
it  was  not  until  the  third  century  B.C. 
that  coins  were  issued,  somewhat  re- 
sembling the  pieces  of  Alexander  of 
Macedon.  A very  archaic  suggestion  of 
currency,  hardly  to  be  called  coinage, 
has  been  found  at  Mycenae,  the  home 
of  King  Agamemnon.  Bronze  talents, 
(the  name  denotes  the  weight  and  value) 
weighing  about  25l/9  kilograms,  roughly 
shaped  and  tooled  to  imitate  oxhides, 
in  representation  of  the  food  and  cloth- 
ing which  were  actual  necessities  of  life, 
even  for  a people  of  extreme,  bare  sim- 
plicity. The  numismatic  collection  at 
Athens  must  again  be  cited  as  possess- 
ing some  of  these  treasures  from  days 
which  seem  almost  legendary.  The  cases 
containing  the  obeliskoi  from  the  He- 
raeum  and  these  hides  of  metal,  have 
a strange  fascination  in  bringing  ancient 
Greece  back  to  life  in  our  minds,  "the 
evidence  of  things  not  seen,"  mute  wit- 
nesses of  the  long  past  days  when  coin- 
age was  struggling  to  be  born. 

The  large  island  of  Crete,  which  lies 
in  the  Mediterranean  to  the  southeast 
of  the  Peloponnese,  is  rich  in  mythologi- 
cal lore,  and  illustrates  upon  its  coins  the 
familiar  tales  of  Europa  and  the  bull, 
and  of  the  monster  Minotaur.  Europa 
was  the  sister  of  Cadmus,  founder  of 
Thebes,  and  Zeus,  enchanted  by  her 
beauty,  came  to  her  in  the  guise  of  a 
snow  white  bull;  he  persuaded  the 
maiden  to  mount  upon  his  back,  and 
then  carried  her  into  the  sea  and  across 
its  waves  to  the  isle  of  Crete.  The 
Cretan  coins  which  portray  Europa  are 
unfortunately  far  too  rare,  and  often  in 
poor  condition;  they  are  most  charming 
in  design  with  unusual  freedom  from 
any  stiffness  or  set  pattern.  The  deso- 
late girl  appears  seated  among  the 
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branches  of  a large  tree,  her  head  rest- 
ing upon  her  hand,  and  her  entire  atti- 
tude truly  pensive  if  not  disconsolate. 
Sometimes  her  royal  lover  is  visiting  her 
in  the  plumage  of  a bird,  the  cuckoo. 
The  bull  himself  is  upon  the  reverse  of 
these  pieces,  which  were  struck  at 
Gortyna  (Nos.  21,  22). 

Knossus,  where  excavations  have  re- 
vealed so  many  archaeological  treas- 
ures, provides  proof  of  the  story  of  the 
Minotaur,  that  hideous,  bull-headed 
giant,  confined  in  the  heart  of  a laby- 
rinth beneath  the  king's  palace.  The 
labyrinth  has  been  discovered  and  also 
a den  at  its  centre,  apparently  a cage 
for  a wild  beast.  And  the  pattern  of 
the  labyrinth,  varying  slightly  on  dif- 


ferent issues,  forms  a most  interesting 
type  on  coins  of  great  and  lesser  values. 
The  companion  die  has  a head  of  Hera, 
wearing  the  straight  coronet  like  a floral 
band,  which  also  adorns  her  on  the 
Peloponnesian  coins  (Nos.  23,  24),  Rare, 
early  coins  of  Knossus  show  the  full 
length  figure  of  the  Minotaur,  a most 
repellant  brute. 

Itanus,  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Crete, 
looked  seawards  for  its  types,  and  pro- 
duced a sea-god  or  merman,  half-man, 
half-fish,  armed  with  a trident.  Two  sea- 
serpents,  facing,  erect  upon  their  tails, 
are  upon  the  reverse  die,  but  on  smaller 
coins  a sea-star  is  the  type  (Nos.  25,  26).
